All this would be possible, nay, 
even probable—but 'he really in¬

A maebinitt, 
a bright, alert citizen, may be em¬ 
ployed in one industrial center 
today, tomorrow he may be.forred 
in,order to secure employment to 
journey hundreds and even thou¬ 
sands of miles to another, almost 
changing his city and state resi¬ 
dence within twenty-four hours. 
Result, next election finds him vir¬ 
tually a disfranchised citizen. Or 
he may be a molder, or a structural 
ironworker, a printer, or ,a rail¬ 
road man. What right has the 
United States to deny this man a 
voice in government? By whst 
right is he deprived of his right to 
say by whom he would have the 
country governed? Thousands and 
thousands of men, the pick of the 
working class, i. e., of the common 
people, are thus polidcul outcasts 
lia their own land on every, election 
'day... Whgt can we do'ahonf it? 
The Sociafisfs tn various state 
legislatures are introducing bills 
aimed at laws to correct the mon- 
i strous wrong, but the fight to have 
1 the laws become effective will be a 
long and a stubborn one. It is 
still a big problem, but the capital¬ 
ist press says nothing about it. 
Such a situation is against pub¬ 
lic policy. It is against the welfare 
of the state. Men denied their 
right to express themselves polit¬ 
ically by'the ballot may drift to ex¬ 
press themselves in unlawful ways, 
Anarchism is recruited very often 
from the man who has no vote or 
who is not yet a citizen. The I. W. 
when it started up. and before it 
began to get crooked and to go to 
its decline, caught many well-mean- 
I ing men who were by industrial 
i shifting deprived of the "ight to 
I vote. Our Socialists must agitate 
I this question and make it a public 
I one. must force general attention to 
I it. Let us hate letters and articles 
I on the subject. The first idea that 
suggests itself is that of local 
I registry offices where men forced 
! to go to other places must be re- 
I ported, under penalty of law, by 
I their employers, or report them¬ 
selves and be given governmental 
credentials enabling them to qnal- 
1 ify for the right of the ballot in 
their new location within a given 
number of days. There is still an¬ 
other class I have not mentioned 
that is vitally interested in this 
matter. It is the class of com¬ 
mercial travellers. And still an¬ 
other—the actors. We must force 
this big question to the fron..

ster. a graduate of Yale, a financier 
and eos'i omlst of high standing, yet, 
for a hundred years, his name w^as al¬ 
most as nearly forgotten as If he had 
never lived. 'To this day probably not 
one American In 100.000 has ever 
heard of him. That a few have now 
heard of him is due to the painstaking 
research of Hannls Tylor, diplomat 
and historian, whose works on the 
origin and growth of the English and 
the American constllutl'^n* have won 
him a reputation as broad as the do¬ 
main of the English language. 

Pelatlsh Webster had a good deal 
to do with the story I am trying to 
t^ll, so 1 shall set down some facts 
about him. On February 16. 178S. 
he published In Philadetphla a pam¬ 
phlet entitled “A Dissertation on the 
Political Union and ConstltuUon of 
the United States which Is Necessary 
to their Presenatlon and Happiness." 
Id this pamphlet, an orlglnaJ copy of 
which Is In the library of congress In 
Washington, Webster urged the ne¬ 
cessity of calling a ccnventlon to 
draft a new coustltutlon and outlined, 
at great length, the kind of a consU- 
tutlun that he favored. James Madi¬ 
son. a member of the constitutional 
convention and afterwards president 
of the United States, referred to Web-' 
ster and his pamphlet as follows 
lElllott's Debatea VoL 6. p. 117): 

"Pelatlah Webster an able though 
not conspicuous citizen after discuss¬ 
ing the fiscal system of the United 
States and suggesting cjnong other 
remedial provlahms one Includlug a

*'l remained thi»re because I was 
iafrald to try to g«l away." said Ray- 
j nor. "1 was so afra'd that it took me 
' 16 days to get up e.iough nerve to 
: beat IL" 

He then told of hlii escape at mld-

With 206 other men. similarly 
duped, he was crowded Into four cars, 
the immigrants with their packs being 
compelied to stretch out on the floor 
i of the baggage oar. Thers were six 
I armed guards for each cor and the 
j doors were kept locked so that none 
of the party would be “loet" 

Jt was late In the afternoon of Nov. 
18/1013. when the special train left 
Jersey City# It -weut through to 
Washington, and fn the shadow of the 
florae of the nation's caplto'. these 
men were marched, like the chattel 
slaves of old. from Che train that had 
taken Ihem to Washington from New 
York city to a Chesttpeake and Ohio 
train awaiting them. 

Young O'Brien, li. hts own word*, 
aald he "smelled a rat" when they 
were being thu* marched from one 
train to another In Washington, and 
ank?d to be permitted to go ic a res- 
' laurant to buy a sandwich, then to be 
permitted 10 go and tee a friend In 


It may seem presumptuous to differ 
from the re-dlscoverer of Pelatiah 
Webster os to what he thought about 
anything. I should not do so. were It 
not for the fact that Pelatlah Webster 
himself told what he thought about 
some things and left a record of what 
he thought. In view of the fact that 
even Mr. Taylor does not contend that 
Webster ever said that he favored a 
supreme court that should have the 
power to set aside acts of congress, 
what may we reasoiiably infer as to 
Webster's attitude from such repiarks 
as thes% all of which are taken from 
his faPious pamphlet of 1781:

They were In the ao-called Vlr -1 
glnla plan, of which Mndlaon wa* re-' 
garded a* the Hilior. and the Pinckney 
plan, 'both of which were presented 
to the convf>ntlou a: Its first business 
session. They «cre Alexander 

Hamilton's plan, which waa presented 
aome weeks later. They were not In 
'.ew Jersey or Paterson plar, be¬ 
cause P'atersuii aimed at nothing, but 
the patchlng-up of the old arttclen of 
confederation. But they are In the 
I «i,nstllutuin of the United r^cates as 
lit stands today. Mr Hanmi Taylor
